THE PHILADELPHIA COMPULSION 
Several weks ago, Philadelphia City officials announced 
they were thinking of signing a “union shop’’ contract, con­ 
signing thousands of city employees to compulsory tribute 
to the union bosses as a condition of keeping their jobs. 
The announcement drew an immediate protest from Na­ 
tional Right to Work Committee President William T. Har- 
rian. To this and other subsequent protests, 
Philadelphia 
Mayor Richardson Dilworth replied that the agreement, if 
written, would apply only to new members—not to the 9.000 
non-union workers presently employed. 
“Finally, the matter is still under careful study and con­ 
sideration, and no agreement will be arrived at until we are 
fully satisfied of the fairness of every provision,” he con-

A QUIET RETREAT 
During the last year of the Eisenhower Administration, 
the Democrats won a battle to keep the legal rate ceiling on 
tJ. S. bonds at 4Vi percent. They contended that the Admin­ 
istration ought to be able to sell the bonds under that ceiling, 
and that interest rates should be held down artificially for 
the good of the nation. 
However, now’ that a Democratic Administration is in 
charge it is finding it difficult to live under the interest rate 
ceiling. In fact, bonds are being sold that cost the Govern­ 
ment more than 4J4 percent interest by the trick of dis­ 
counting them. Thus, while the bond may bear interest of 
414 percent or less, the Treasury accepts less than face value 
for the bond. This makes the real interest rate higher. 
While some Republicans might justifiably cry “1 told you 
so,* 'this will not give anyone much satisfaction. The fact is 
that the Treasury cannot sell all the bonds it must under 
the legal ceiling. And as the upteenth upward revision of the 
estimated deficit for the year has reached almost $7 billion 
it is obvious that a lot of bonds will have to be sold. 
There is an alternative, of course, and that is to force 
the Federal Reserve to buy more bonds—but this is the 
same as printing greenbacks and would touch off serious in­ 
flation. 
It is becoming increasingly evident that Federal spending 
will have to be stemmed. Last year, Federal, state and local 
spending equalled Z7Vt percent of the income all Americans 
earned. States and localities are increasing taxes rapidly— 
partly to finance their shares of federal grants-in-aid pro­ 
grams for public works. 
President Kennedy apparently has glimpsed this truth, 
and has told his Administration that appropriations—which 
a few months ago were called minimum amounts to meet 
national needs—are ceilings on spending. And that they 
should spend less than the ceiling by economizing and skimp­ 
ing.

improvement over that of a few 
years ago. 
Between 1949 and 1957. the death 
rate from accidents at ages 1-4 
in the United States declined from 
38 to 31 per 100.000. Boys had the 
more rapid decline, the reduction 
amounting to 22 percent, compar­ 
ed to 13 p«**eent for girls. How­ 
ever, the 1957 accident morality 
rate for boys was about a fourth 
higher than for girls in this age 
group. 
Motor vehicles account 
for 
31 
per cent of the accidental deaths 
among children in the 1-4 age 
group. Most of these accidents 
involve children run over or hit 
bv cars on streets and highways. 
Relatively few of the children are 
passenger* in cars. 
Fires and explosions ranks sec­ 
ond, accounting for 20 percent of 
the accidental deaths. Most of the 
victims are asphyxiated or burned 
to death in their homes, sometim­ 
es when left without a responsible 
older person in charge. 
Other major causes of acciden­ 
tal deaths among preschool child­ 
ren are: drownings, most of them 
in or near the home: poisonings 
by liquids or solids, particularly 
among children one and two years 
of age: falls: 
burns 
caused by 
scalds from hot liquids, steam and 
other hot substances: and choking 
on food and miscellaneous objects.

Beetle Vs. Weed 


By virtue of reading the news­ 
papers, which is frequently both 
interesting and rewarding» we have 
learned that ranchers in Humboldt 
County, Calif., have

monument to a French beetle. The 
creature's full and imposing title is 
Chrysolina Quadrigemina and it 
has been honored because it de 
lights to devour a wr$ed called St. 
Joho’swort. 
Early in the p re s e t century St. 
John’swort, otherwise Jcnown as 
Klamath Weed, was imported into 
this country, invaded the West and 
for a time threatened to put g lot 
of ranchers out of business. Bv 
the time it was decided to bring 


in the beetles, natural enemy of 
the weeds France their home was 
under German control. Therefore 
some 5,000 of the beetles were 
flown in from Australia 
where 
they had already been used to 
control or eradicate weeds. 
From 
its earliest appearance 
over here, so it seems from what 
we read, Chrysolina 
Quadrigemi- 
na’s story has been one of nota­ 
ble success. Like TV’s Wyatt Earp, 
it cleaned up the country, the old 
Wild West country, and made law 
and order prevail as far as St. 
John’swort was concerned. For a 
decade the beetles have keDt the 
weeds down to a ll'b u t harmless 
proportions and have multiplied to 
such an extent that they are now 
being sent out to conquer other 
lands in Washington and Oregon. 
It is by no means the only in­ 
stance in which men have finally 
decided to see how Mother Nature 
handled controls and then have 
adopted her methods with groat 
profit. It is always 
interesting, 
however, and there is still a wide 
field in which the natural enemies 
of pest vegetation may be employ 
ed to fight it. 
All we hope is. of course, that 
in the course of time nobody wall 
have to hunt for something to con­ 
trol the beetles that controlled 1he 
weeds, but apparently the beetle 
is not likely to become a pest it­ 
self. So the cure does not promise 
to become worse than the original 
ailment.

Thomas Jeffcoate, of Liverpool 
University, made his disclosure in 
the current issue of the “Proceed­ 
ings of the Royal Society of Medi­ 
cine.” The women were not nam­ 
ed. 
The article set off a discussion 
in British athletic circles. Jack 
Crump secretary of the amateur 
athletic board suggested that an 
international medical panel make 
sure that girls are girls before 
every meet. 
Jeiffcoate’s article followed con­ 
troversy 
during 
the 
Olympic 
Games in Rome last year over the 
sex of one of Britain's competitors. 
It was rumored at that time—and 
the rumor was printed in news 
papers throughout the world—that 
one of the British girls had male 
characteristics. 
Prof. Jeffcoate said one of the 
girls was a sprinter of 16 who 
could run 100 yards in 11 seconds 
and her “ sex” interest was to­ 
wards boys.” She was an out 
standing woman athlete. Then she 
had an operation, lost interest in 
her boy* friend, and her time for 
the 100 yards slumped to 12-8 se­ 
conds.

WASHINGTON—The full heir- 
archy 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church meets in Washington this 
week for the first time since John 
F. Kennedy became the nation’s 
first Catholic President. The chief 
question on the minds of its more 
than 200 members will be the hi­ 
erarchy’s opposition to Kennedy 
on aid-to-educapon. 
Many members favor an “agon­ 
izing reappraisal” of the blunt 
statem ent by Archbishop Karl J. 
Alter of Cincinnati on March 3 
which represented an open break 
between the Catholic Church and 
the first Catholic ever to become 
President of the United States. 
Statements in “The Pilot 
by 
Richard Cardinal Cushing, Kenne­ 
dy’s friend in Boston, have made 
it clear that there has been a rift 
in the church in regard to aid-to- 
edueation and that Archbishop Al­ 
ter’s statement went too far. 
It did not go too far, however, 
for 
Cardinal Spellman of New 
York, the prelate who influenced 
Congressman Janies J. Delaney 
of New York to cast the deciding 
vote in the House Rules Commit­ 
tee which blocked all of Kenne­ 
dy’s education proposals. 
Spell­ 
man still appears to be adamant. 
And the schedule he hag arranged 
for the two-day session in Wash­ 
ington may make it difficult for 
Cardinal Cushing and others to 
hold any “agonizing reappraisal.” 
The Spellman Schedule 
Cardinal 
Spellman 
has 
an­ 
nounced that the hierarchy will 
attend in a body a mass to honor 
Pope John XXIII on the third an­ 
niversary of his coronation 
as 
pontiff and his approaching birth­ 
day 
The coronation anniversary 
was’ Nov. 4 and the birthday is 
Nov. 25, but the prelates will 
honor Pope John on Wednesday 
morning, Nov. 15, at the National 
Shrine of the Immaculate Concep­ 
tion here. Cardinal Spellman will 
celebrate the mass and Archbish­ 
op Alter, who issued the blunt 
statement 
announcing 
the 
open 
break with Kennedy, will preach 
the sermon. 


In addition to giving Spellman 
and Alter the top spots of honor, 
the mass will take up the entire 
morning, thus telescoping the two- 
day session into one day and a 
half. 
To understand the rift in the 
church over Kennedy’s aid plan 
for education you have to go back 
to a momentous conference on 
March 2 in the quiet, austere 
building 
at 
1300 
Massachusetts 
Avenue whose windowless front is 
marked by Eugene Kormandy’s 
statute, “Christ is the Light of 
the World.” 
Here are the offices of the Na­ 
tional 
Catholic 
Welfare 
Confer­ 
ence, and here the angry Arch­ 
bishop of Cincinnati, Most Rev. 
Karl J. Alter, issued a brief state­ 
ment March 3 which not only put 
his 
brother prelates on record 
against President Kennedy’s aid- 
to-education bill but was one of 
the boldest moves the hierarchy 
has ever made to enter the arena 
of politics. 
Archbishop Alter was angry be­ 
cause Kennedy on Feb. 20, one 
month after he took office, spe­ 
cifically 
excluded 
from 
federal 
aid-to-education the rapidly grow- 
the 
grounds 
of 
separation 
of 
church and state. The Archbishop 
was also angry because the news 
of the special meeting had leaked 
to the New York Press, Archdio­ 
cese of Cardinal Spellman, even 
though the meeting was held be­ 
hind closed doors in the NCWC 
conference room on the top floor. 
Msgr. John F. Kelly, the ami­ 
able but harassed priest who han­ 
dles NCWC press relations, ad­ 
mitted that a meeting had taken 
place, said it occurred March 2, 
six weeks ahead of schedule only 
because 
Cardinal 
Cushing 
and 
other prelates were going to Ire 
land prior to March 17 to cele­ 
brate fhe 1,500th anniversary of 
the arrival of St. Patrick. 
Vigorous Reactions 
Though Msgr. Kelly made the 
meeting appear to be routine, the 
fact that all five cardinals attend­ 
ed made it anything but routine, 


and in the end Archbishop Alter 
scratched out by hand a brief 
statement to the press saying that 
the sense of the meeting was that 
the church should at least get a 
program of government loans for 
its schools and if this was not 
forthcoming, it would have no re­ 
course than to oppose the whol« 
bill. 
The statement was widely in- 
terpreted 
as 
an 
ultimatum, 
a 
threat that if parochial schools 
did not receive government as­ 
sistance. Catholic Bishops would 
throw the pressure of the Catho­ 
lic vote against federal aid to 
public schools. This of course was 
what Cardinal Spellman and Con­ 
gressman Delaney did 
But other bishops feel that if 
Archbishop Alter had confined his 
statement to a simple appeal or 
help on behalf of the Catholic 
schools, it would have been one 
thing. To threaten defeat of the 
entire 
program 
for 
the 
public 
schools however was quite an- 
other. 
In Los Angeles that evening, 
Jam es Francis Cardinal 
Mcln- 
*vre, who had been aboard an air* 
liner all day returning to his See 
from 
the 
Washington 
meeting, 
was met by a group of reporters 
as he entered the airport termi­ 
nal. 
“Your Eminence, what is your 
position on the statem ent of the 
hierarchy 
threatening 
to defeat 
aid to public schools unless pa­ 
rochial 
schools 
receive 
loans?” 
the reporters asked. 
“What?” the Cardinal ased in 
perplexity, 
“W h a t 
statement? 
There hasn't been any 
state­ 
ment.” 
A reporter gave him the gist of 
Archbishop Alter’§ statement. The 
Cardinal sputtered to 
an 
aide, 
“We never authorized any such 
thing.” Then to the reporters h« 
said: “No comment.”

season in Brooklyn ’s Academy of 
Music. “ Exhilarating m astery. . .

Stanley Babin was born in Riga, 
Latvia in 1932, but was brought by 
his parents to Israel as an infant.

. . .after hearing only his son’s j 
first recital, in 1938. 
As a five-yeai -old Stanley Babin 
often played near a small house

the closed shutters. He would stand 
for hours listening enraptured to 
the music. This house wras consid­ 
ered “taboo” because no one knew 
who lived in it and it was alwav s 
tightly closed. One day however 
the shutters opened and a m an ap­ 
peared and asked Stanley w hat lie 
was doing there. More than a lit­ 
tle frightened Stanley could only 
stam m er that the m usic fascinat­ 
ed him. The rnan asked him to 
play. With m uch trepidation the 
chiid went in and played the whole 
of ‘ Fur Eli.se” - in the wrong 
key. Nevertheless the m an was im­ 
pressed by the boy’s obvious ta­ 
lent and interest, and becam e his 
first teacher. . 
he was Michael 
Taube, 
conductor of 
the 
Israel 
Philharm onic. 
When he was fourteen years old. 
Stanley, with his m other, realized 
a life-long dream by coming to 
America where he studied at New 
York's famous high school of Art 
and Music, 
studying with 
A itur 
Schnabel and Mme. Olga Samaroff. 
In 1950 he was aw arded a scholar­ 
ship to the Curtis Institute of Mu­ 
sic in Philadelphia, and from there 
began his career in earnest by 
winning several aw ards which led 
to professional engagem ents.

SCHOOL DISTRICT USES 
LOOPHOLE IN WAGE ACT 
The school board at Republic, a 
small town south of Springfield in 
Greene County, is using a loophole 
in the sta te ’s controversial prevail­ 
ing wage act to effect considerable 
savings in labor costs in construct, 
ing a $250,000 high school and ele­ 
m entary school addition 
The wage act requires that a 
county’s “ prevailing” wage be the 
minimum paid on all contracted 
public works. Since its passage four 
years ago, the law has caused high­ 
er labor costs on a m ultitude of 
public 
projects 
including 
school 
buildings. The higer labor costs 
have 
come 
about 
when 
school 
boards and other public 
bodies 
h a\e had to pay a “ prevailing” 
wage of their county even though 
It was possible to get the work done 
for less. 
Faced w ith this situation, the Re­ 
public School Board simply did not 
contract for the planned construc­ 
tion. Instead it ostensibly is hand-

ling construction itself and has put 
a supervisor or advisor and neces- 
: sary workmen on its payroll. 
The loophole Republic thus is us­ 
ing is contained in this line from 
| the law: “ Only such workmen as 
are directly employed by contrac­ 
tors or subcontractors in actual 
construction work on the site of the 
building or construction job shall 
be deemed to be employed upon 
public works.” 
A letter to the State Industrial 
Commission, which adm inisters the 
I controversial law, from Attorney 
I General Thomas F. Eagleton cites 
several sources upholding the pro- 
i cedure being used by the Republic 
School Board. 
Eagleton cites a case from Jop­ 
lin v here the state Supreme Court 
held that the wage act does not 
apply to employees of public bod­ 
ies. Actually, this policy has been 
adhered to by the commission for 
approxim ately the past three years. 
One of the first instances cam e 
when the Jefferson County Court 
was advised that the wage act did 
not apply to county road construc­ 
tion where county employees did 
the work. 
Eagleton also cited two previous 
Attorney G eneral opinions that a 
school board has authority to carry 
on a building program , w hatever 
cost m ay be involved, without en­ 
tering into a form al contract with 
another person for construction of 
the building. 
Eagleton cited an opinion given 
in 1948 to the Salem School Board 
and one given in 1952 to Commis­ 
sioner of Education Hubert Wheel­ 
er. 
In asking for the 1952 opinion. 
Commissioner Wheeler outlined the 
problem which 
later was m ade 
m ore acute by the wage act. 
A c c o r d i n g to Commissioner 


Wheeler: “ During this period of in­ 
flated costs it is very difficult and 
in some cases impossible to secure 
a contract for the erection of school 
buildings that would come within 
the available funds of the district. 
The laws of this state lim it school 
district bonded indebtedness to a 
m axim um of five percent of the as­ 
sessed valuation (since raised to 
10%) which for m any districts does 
not perm it the raising of enough 
money to properly construct school 
buildings. Because of these condi­ 
tions school boards are often forc­ 
ed to find a m ore economical way 
of providing necessary school build 
ing facilities to m eet the require­ 
m ents of the district.” 
Just how much m ore economical 
is the way taken by the Republic 
School Board perhaps can best be 
seen by a com parison of the wage 
rates required by law had the work 
been contracted and some of those 
which Republic expects to pay be­ 
cause it did not contract. The lat­ 
ter rates are in parentheses: La­ 
borers. $2,225 ($1); brocklayers, $4 
($3); 
carpenters, 
$3,175 
($2.25); 
electricians. $3.70 ($3>; and paint­ 
ers, $3.05 (2).

In principle a public notice or 
legal advertisement published in a 
local newspaper has much in com 
mon with the highway warning sign 
described.

But something seems 
to have gone wrong. 
Consequently, until recently an 
undersubscribed hospital stood in 
Brooklyn half built for 15 years. An 
engineering laboratory on a South­ 
ern university campus stood un­ 
finished 
and thus

for 
nearly a generation. Grant’s tomb 
still isn’t finished. 
And this year, to mark the dia­ 
mond jubilee, a $5 million museum 
will be started beneath the Statue 
of Liberty with less than 20 per 
cent of the necessary funds col­ 
lected, pledged or even in view aft­ 
er a six-year campaign. 
What has happened? Capital fund 
raisers, 
foundation 
experts 
and 
philanthropists say: 
(1» The nickel isn’t what it was 
75 years ago. 
(2) Neither are the school kid­ 
dies nor America’s once-young en­ 
thusiasm for giving to causes.

Besides, 
capital donations 
have become big business. In the 
pa>t two decades, the number oi 
U.S. foundations has nearly doubl­ 
ed — to about 17,000.

A QUIET RETREAT 


During the last year of the Eisenhower Administration, 
the Democrats won a battle to keep the legal rate ceiling on 
ti. S. bonds at 4*4 percent. They contended that the Admin­ 
istration ought to be able to sell the bonds under that ceiling, 
and that interest rates should be held down artificially for 
the good of the nation. 
However, now that a Democratic Administration is in 
charge it is finding it difficult to live under the interest rate 
ceiling. In fact, bonds are being sold that cost the Govern­ 
ment more than 4*4 percent interest by the trick of dis­ 
counting them. Thus, while the bond may bear interest of 
4(4 percent or less, the Treasury accepts less than face value 
for the bond. This makes the real interest rate higher. 
While some Republicans might justifiably cry “I told you 
ao,’ This will not give anyone much satisfaction. The fact is 
that the Treasury cannot sell all the bonds it must under 
the legal ceiling. And as the upteenth upward revision of the 
estimated deficit for the year has reached almost $7 billion 
it is obvious that a lot of bonds will have to be sold. 
There is an alternative, of course, and that is to force 
the Federal Reserve to buy more bonds—hut this is the 
same as printing greenbacks and would touch off serious in­ 
flation. 
It is becoming increasingly evident that Federal spending 
will have to be stemmed. Last year, Federal, state and local 
spending equalled 37* * percent of the income all Americans 
earned. States and localities are increasing taxes rapidly— 
partly to finance their shares of I^deral grants-in-aid pro­ 
grams for public works. 
President Kennedy apparently has glimpsed this truth, 
and has told his Administration that appropriations—which 
a few’ months ago were called minimum amounts to meet 
national needs—are ceilings on spending. And that they 
should spend less than the ceiling bv economizing and skimp­ 
ing.

Currently, fatal accidents in the 
United States take a 
toll 
each 
year of about 4.700 children past 
their infancy but not yet of school 
age. These 
deaths 
account 
for 
more than one fourth of the total 
at ages 1-4. This situation 
never­ 
theless represents 
a substantial 
improvement over that of a few 
years ago. 
Between 1949 and 1957, the death 
rate from accidents at ages 1-4 
in the United States declined from 
38 to 31 per 100.000 Boys had the 
more rapid decline, the reduction 
amounting to 22 percent, compar­ 
ed to IS percent for girls. How­ 
ever. the 1957 accident morality 
rate for boys was about a fourth 
higher than for girls in this age 
group. 
Motor vehicles account 
for 
SI 
per cent of the accidental deaths 
among children in the 1-4 age 
group. Most of these accidents 
involve children run over or hit 
by cars on streets and highways. 
Relatively few of the children are 
passengers in cars. 
Fires and explosions ranks sec­ 
ond, accounting for 20 percent of 
the accidental deaths. Most of the 
victims are asphyxiated or burned 
to death in their homes, sometim­ 
es when left withnet a responsible 
older person In charge. 
Other m ajor causes of acciden­ 
tal deaths among preschool child­ 
ren are: drownings, most of them 
in or near the home: poisoning* 
by liquids or solids, particularly 
among children one and two years 
of age; falls; 
burns 
caused by 
scalds from hot liquids, steam and 
other hot substances; and choking 
on food and miscellaneous objects. 
“The prim ary responsibility for 
the control of mishaps among pre­ 
school children rest* upon their 
parents.”

Beetle Vs. Weed 


By virtue of readmg the news­ 
papers, which is frequently both 
interesting and rewarding, we have 
learned that ranchers in Humboldt 
County. Calif., have 
erected 
a 
monument to a French beetle. The 
creature's full and imposing title is 
Chrysolina Quadrigemina and it 
ba* been honored became it de 
lights to devour g weed called St. 
John* s wort. 
Early in the present century St. 
John’swort. otherwise jcnowm as 
Klamath Weed, was imported lDto 
this country, invaded the West and 
for a time threatened to put a lot 
of ranchers out of business. Bv 
the time it was decided to bring 


in the beetles, natural enemy of 
the w’eeds France their home was 
under German control. Therefore 
some 5,000 of the beetles were 
flown in from Australia 
where 
they had already been used to 
control or eradicate weeds. 
From 
its earliest appearance 
over here, so it seems from what 
we read, Chrysolina 
Quadrigemi- 
na’s story has been one of nota­ 
ble success. Like TV’s Wyatt Earp, 
it cleaned up the country, the old 
Wild W’est country, and made law 
and order prevail as far as St. 
John’swort was concerned. For a 
decade the beetles have kent the 
weeds down to a ll’but harmless 
proportions and have multiplied to 
such an extent that they are now 
being sent out to conquer other 
lands in Washington and Oregon. 
It is by no means the only in­ 
stance in which men have finally 
decided to see how Mother Nature 
handled controls and then have 
adopted her methods with great 
profit. It is always 
interesting, 
however, and there is still a wide 
field in which the natural enemies 
of pest vegetation may be employ 
ed to fight it. 
All we hop* la. of course, that 
in the course of time nobody will 
have to hunt for something to con­ 
trol the beetles that controlled the 
weeds, but apparently the beetle 
Is not likely to become a pest it­ 
self. So the cure does not promise 
to become wt>rse than the original 
ailment.

WASHINGTON—The full heir- 
archy 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church meets in Washington this 
week tor the first time since John 
F. Kennedy became the nation’s 
first Catholic President. The chief 
question on the minds of its more 
than 200 members will be the hi­ 
erarchy’s opposition to Kennedy 
on aid-to-education. 
Many members favor an “ agon­ 
izing reappraisal’’ of the blunt 
statem ent by Archbishop Karl J. 
Alter of Cincinnati on March 3 
which represented an open break 
between the Catholic Church and 
the first Catholic ever to become 
President of the United States. 
Statements in “The Pilot’’ by 
Richard Cardinal Cushing, Kenne­ 
dy'* friend in Boston, have made 
it d ear that there has been a rift 
in the church in regard to aid-to- 
education and that Archbishop Al­ 
ter’* statem ent went too far. 
It did not go too far, however, 
for Cardinal Spellman of New 
York, the prelate who influenced 
Congressman Jam es J. Delaney 
of New York to cast the deciding 
vote in the House Rules Commit­ 
tee which blocked ail of Kenne­ 
dy’s education proposals. 
Spell­ 
man still appears to be adamant. 
And the schedule he ha* arranged 
for the two-day session in Wash­ 
ington may make it difficult for 
Cardinal Cushing and others to 
hold any “ agonizing reappraisal.” 
The Spellman Schedule 
Cardinal 
Spellman 
has 
an­ 
nounced that the hierarchy will 
attend in a body a mass to honor 
Pope John XXIII on the third an­ 
niversary oI his 
coronation 
as 
pontiff and his approaching birth­ 
day 
The coronation anniversary 
was Nov. 4 and the birthday is 
Nov. 
25, but the prelates will 
honor Pope John on Wednesday 
morning. Nov. 15, at the National 
Shrine of the Immaculate Concep­ 
tion here. Cardinal Spellman will 
celebrate the mass and Archbish­ 
op Alter, who issued the blunt 
statement 
announcing 
the 
open 
break with Kennedy, will preach 
the sermon. 


In addition to giving Spellman 
and Alter the top spots of honor, 
the m ass will take up the entire 
morning, thus telescoping the two- 
day session into one day and a 
half. 
To understand the rift in the 
church over Kennedy’s aid plan 
for education you have to go back 
to a momentous conference on 
March 2 in the quiet, auster* 
building 
at 
1300 
Massachusetts 
Avenue whose windowless front is 
marked by Eugene Kormandy’s 
statute, “Christ is the Light of 
the World.” 
Here are the offices of the Na­ 
tional 
Catholic 
Welfare Confer­ 
ence. and here the angry Arch­ 
bishop of Cincinnati, Most Rev. 
Karl J. Alter, issued a brief state­ 
ment March 3 which not only put 
his brother prelates on record 
against President Kennedy’s aid- 
to-education bill but was one of 
the boldest moves the hierarchy 
has ever made to enter the arena 
of politics. 
Archbishop Alter was angry be­ 
cause Kennedy on Feb. 20, one 
month after he took office, spe­ 
cifically 
excluded 
from 
federal 
aid-to-education the rapidly grow- 
the 
ground* 
of 
separation 
of 
church and state. The Archbishop 
was also angry because the news 
of the special meeting had leaked 
to the New York Press, Archdio­ 
cese of Cardinal Spellman, even 
though the meeting was held be­ 
hind closed doors in the NCWC 
conference room on the top floor 
Msgr. John F. Kelly, the ami­ 
able but harassed priest who han­ 
dles NCWC press relations, ad­ 
mitted that a meeting had taken 
place, said it occurred March 2, 
six weeks ahead of schedule only 
because 
Cardinal 
Cushing 
and 
other prelates were going to Ire 
land prior to March 17 to cele­ 
brate the 1,500th anniversary of 
the arrival of St. Patrick. " 
Vigorous Reactions 
Though Msgr. Kelly made the 
meeting appear to be routine, the 
fact that all five cardinals attend­ 
ed made it anything but routina, 


and in the end Archbishop Alter 
scratched out by hand a brief 
statement to the press saying that 
the sense of the meeting was that 
the church should at least get a 
program of government loans for 
its schools and if this was not 
forthcoming, it would have no re­ 
course than to oppose the whole 
bill.

The br Ullin young concert pian­ 
ist, Staney Babin, who has been 
making such a splash rn musical 
circles the past few seasons, will 
aopear in this city on November 
nineteenth at Lee Hunter School 
Auditorium in a Sunday afternoon 
concert under the auspices of the 
Delta Community Concert Associa­ 
tion.

kudos for his two-fold orchestral 
debut m New York, playing the 
same week-end with both the New 
York Philharmonic and for the 
gala opening of the Philharmonic 
season in Brooklyn’s Academy of 
Music. “Exhilarating mastery. . . 
distinguished artistry. . .combin­ 
ed elegance and intensity 
with 
rare success . . . reaped cheers at

Yet with’the unanimous praise of 
the world ringing in his ears, Stan­ 
ley Babin retains his balance. At 
a recent recital in Chicago, Ed- 
v ard Barry of the Chicago Tri­ 
bune described him as "serving 


art selflessly” and his technique 
as “more shattering because of 
the very simplicity and unpreten­ 
tiousness of the presentation.” 
Stanley Babin was born in Riga, \ 
Latvia in 1932, but was brought by 
his parents to Israel, as an infant. 
His father, David Babin, was a 
teacher and mathematician who 
died when Stanley was very young

first recital, in 1938. 
As a five-year-old Stanley Babin 
often played near a small house 
in his neighborhood from which 
beautiful music poured 
through 
the closed shutters. He would stand 
for hours listening enraptured to 
the music, lliis house wras consid­ 
ered “taboo” because no one knew 
who lived in it and it was always 
tightly closed. One day however 
the shutters opened and a man ap­ 
peared and asked Stanley what he 
was doing there. More than a lit­ 
tle frightened Stanley could only 
stammer that the music fascinat­ 
ed him. The man asked him to 
play. With much trepidation the I 
chiid went in and played the whole 
of “ Fur Elis*” — in the wrong 
key. Nevertheless the man was im- j 
pressed by the boy’s obvious ta­ 
lent and interest, and became his 
first teacher. . he was Michael 
Taube. conductor of the Israel 
Philharmonic. 
When he was foul-teen years old. 
Stanley, with his mother, realized 
a life-long dream by coming to 
America where he studied at New 
York’s famous high school of Art 
and Music, studying with Artur 
Schnabel and Mine. Olga Samaroff. 
In 1950 he was awarded a scholar­ 
ship to the Curtis Institute of Mu­ 
sic in Philadelphia, and from there 
began his career in earnest by 
. winning several awards which led 
to professional engagements.

SCHOOL DISTRICT USES 
LOOPHOLE IN WAGE ACT 
The school board at Republic, a 
small town south of Springfield in 
Greene County, is using a loophole 
in the state’s controversial prevail- 
big wage act to effect considerable 
savings in labor costs in construct, 
ing a $250,000 high school and ele­ 
mentary school addition 
The wage act requires that a 
county’s “prevailing” wage be the 
minimum paid on all contracted 
public works. Since its passage four 
years ago, the law has caused high­ 
er labor costs on a multitude of 
public projects 
including school 
buildings. The higer labor costs 
have 
come 
about 
when 
school i 
boards and other public bodies 
have had to pay a “prevailing" 
wage of their county even though 
it was poesiblc to get the w’ork done 
for less. 
Faced with this situation, the Re­ 
public School Board simply did not 
contract for the planned construc­ 
tion. Instead it ostensibly is hand­ 


ling construction itself and has put 
a supervisor or advisor and neces­ 
sary workmen on its payroll. 
The loophole Republic thus is us­ 
ing is contained in this line from 
the law': “Only such workmen as 
are directly employed by contrac­ 
tors or subcontractors in actual 
construction work on the site of the 
building or construction job shall 
be deemed to be employed upon 
public works.” 
A letter to the State Industrial 
Commission, which administers the 
controversial law, from Attorney 
General Thomas F. Eagleton cites 
several sources upholding the pro­ 
cedure being used by the Republic 
School Board. 
Eagleton cites a case from Jop­ 
lin where the state Supreme Court 
held that the wage act does not 
apply to employees of public bod­ 
ies. Actually, this policy has been 
adhered to by the commission for 
approximately the past three years. 
One of the first instances came 
when the Jefferson County Court 
was advised that the wage act did 
not apply to county road construc­ 
tion where county employees did 
the work. 
Eagleton also cited two previous 
Attorney General opinions that a 
school board has authority to carry 
on a building program, whatever 
cost may be involved, without en­ 
tering into a formal contract with 
another |)erson for construction of 
the building. 
Eagleton cited an opinion given 
in 1948 to the Salem School Board 
and one given in 1952 to Commis­ 
sioner of Education Hubert Wheel­ 
er. 
In asking for the 1952 opinion, 
Commissioner Wheeler outlined the 
problem which later was made 
more acute by the wage act. 
A c c o r d i n g to Commissioner 


Wheeler: “During this period of in. 
| flated costs It is very difficult and 
in some cases impossible to secure 
a contract for the erection of school 
buildings that would come within : 
the available funds of the district. 
The laws of this state limit school 
district bonded indebtedness to a 
maximum of five percent of the as­ 
sessed valuation (since raised to 
10%) which for many districts does 
i not permit the raising of enough 
money to properly construct school 
buildmgs. Because of these condi­ 
tions school boards are often forc­ 
ed to find a more economical way 
of providing necessary school build 
j 
ing facilities to meet the require­ 
ments of the district.”

At 75, Statue of Liberty Awaits Nickels

NEW YORK—(NEA) — It is 
now exactly 75 years since the 
school kiddies of America put their 
nickels together to buy a mam­ 
moth pedestal for the Statue of 
Liberty. 
And as that compaign worked so 
well, collections like it are still 
being tried. But something seems 
to have gone wrong. 
Consequently, until recently an 
undersubscribed hospital stood in 
Brooklyn half built for 15 years. An 
engineering laboratory on a South­ 
ern university campus stood un­ 
finished and thus unusable 
for 
nearly a generation. Grant’s tomb 
still isn’t finished. 
And this year, to mark the dia­ 
mond jubilee, a $5 million museum 
will be started beneath the Statue 
of Liberty with less than 20 per 
cent of the necessary funds col­ 
lected, pledged or even in view aft­ 
er a six-year campaign. 
What has happened? Capital fund 
raisers, foundation experts and 
philanthropists say: 
(1) Hie nickel isn t what it was 1 
75 years ago. 
(2) Neither are the school kid­ 
dies nor America’s once-young en­ 
thusiasm for giving to causes. 
(3* 
Besides, capital donations 
have become big business. In the 
past two decades, the number ol 
U.S. foundations has nearly doubl- j 
ed — to about 17,000. Nearly a 
third of them make grants of at 
least $10,000 per year. 
Typical of what these 
factors 
have done to U.S. nickel-giving is 
a dream called the American Mu­ 
seum of Immigration. 
Conceived in 1955, the AMI was 
(and still is) to be a tableau telling 
the story of how immigrants built 
this nation. Since nearly every citi­ 
zen is closely related to an im­ 
migrant, AMI executives envision­ 
ed their required $5 million bud­ 
get subscribed to quickly' and work 
begun within the year at the base 
of the Statue of Liberty. 
Six years later, the AMI has 
1400.OOO — most of it from a few 
large companies and organization!: 
— unusable tor anything but the 
museum by the terms of its chart- *

TREATMENT CAN PREVENT 
DEADLY INSECT STINGS 
An insect sting can endanger the 
life of certain sensitized persons, a 
Detroit allergist said today. 
Dr. Joseph H. Shaffer urged de­ 
sensitization treatm ent for these 
individuals 
Writing in the current Journal 
of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion, he said sudden death is a 
real threat to persons once sensi­ 
tized to stinging insects if they are 
restung. 
“The most violent allergic reac­ 
tion* are caused by stings from in­ 
sects of the Hymenoptera group 
(honeybees, 
bumblebees, 
wasps, 
yellow and black hornets, and yel­ 
low jackets),” he said. 
“ Persons who have been stung 
and have experienced mild to mod. 
erate local reactions only may not 
need desensitization. Those persons 
who have experienced severe local 
and/or generalized allergic reac­ 
tions from previous stings should, j 
however, 
receive 
desensitization 
therapy . . . ” 
The treatm ent consists of injec­ 
tion* of whole body extracts of the 
wasp, hornet, bee and yellow jack­ 
et given at seven-day intervals at I 
the start and teapering off to every 
four weeks over a three-year per­ 
iod. 
Although this therapy is effec­ 
tive in about 95 per cent of those 
treated. Dr. Shaffer also recom­ 
mended that sensitized persons be 
given an emergency kit for usa if 1 
they are restung. 
The kit includes tourniquets to 
apply above the sting if located on 
arm s or legs, tweezers for remov­ 
ing the sting, and medication to 
offset generalized reactions, such 
as difficulty in breathing. 
“ Effective emergency treatm ent 
and desensitization therapy can, In 
most Instances, nullify this threat 
to life.” he said. 
Bites from Insects such as chig­ 
gers, 
ants, 
mosquitoes, 
gnats, 
fleas, houseflies, and other flies 
may cause local traum a or gen­ 
eralized reactions, he said. Pa­ 
tients sensitive to this group of bit­ 
ing insects also can be sensitized, 
he said.
